English for Teachers was designed to aid Peace Corps Volxmteers 
aiKl Kbr^ teachers of English in their effort to ijnprove the quali- 
ty of English language iiistm in Korea* In cooperation with 
the Korean Mixiistry of Education, Peace Corps Korea participates in 
retraining workshops which presently involve 2,500 Korean teachers 
of English per year. This text was developed in an effort to stand- 
ardize the workshoj) curricula throughout the provinces and to increase^ 
the effectiveness of the program. / 

What follows is vot a ccniplete course in English nor was it in- 
tended to be* It is an orde3?ed review of the main grainnar points of 
English and a sanple of the variety of ways these may be incorporated 
into the classroom. As such, it is a framework from vdiich all parti- 
cipants in the program can develop English language materials. It 
should also serve as an instrument of evaluation.

DESCRIPTION OF THE FORMAT 



Most of the gramiBr points in English can be found in ti-.s forty 
Chapters that follcw. These points have been grouped into eight 
liiits in terras of structural and/or semantic similarity. Each of 
the first seven *Units contains : 

1. a Ooiiprehensive Reading that encarpasses all of the 
graninar points included in that Unit. It nay be seen 
as a PREVIEW of the Iftxit. 

2. five Chapters, each of which was written to include a 
limited number of the grammar points of that Unit. 
Toother they nay be seen as an IN DEPTH VIEW of the 

" Unit. . 

3. A Review Reading in Chapter 5 HiSt encompasses all of 
t^ie grainnar points included in that Unit. It may be 
seen as a REVIEW of the iMt. 

*Unit 8 contains only one set of new grammar points 
and only one Ccaog^rehfensive Reading. The last four 
Chapters of it contain reading selections and acti- 
vities that include grammar points from the first 
thirty-six Chapters.

As learnijig plans are written for experiences which will exact 
nore from the students and less from the teacher, the following^ 
approaches for each of the kiiids of naterial included in the Units 
inight be oofisida^:

A. Before dealing with this in any way,- the teacher should 
dieck ±hB granraar boxes in each Chapter of the Unit. 
Wherever possible, page references from the Appendix of 
Language and Life in the U.S.A. are included to give the 
teadh^ a clear understanding of what the various gra nna r 
poiht(s) are. 

B. This .Cccoprehensive Reading may te seen as a PREVIEW of 
the IMt. The teacher might use part or a21 of this read- 
ing in assisting tbje students with: 

1) RECOGNIZING ^t granraar points will be developed 
in the Chapters of that Unit and 

2) GENERATING the grainiBr points before/after they 
are dealt with in each of the Chapters* 

C. While mai^r parts of the Chapter will refer to this reading, 
the teacher should make every effort to use it at any time 
to indicate or develop the graimor point(s) in listening, 
speaking, reading, and writing exercises. 

D. A process that may ba useful for students in dealing with 
the Conprehensive Reading (as well as the other Readings) 

to develop reading ability is reprinted here from Interactions 
in English wiUi the permssion of Cynthia Choy-ong, Dale A. 
Enger, and Park Myong-sedk. 

1) Read each selection all the way through without 
stopping to decode and decipher or translate sentences 
that are difficult to understand. In this first read- 
ing, try to get a general idea of Hie content of the 
selection. 

2) Read the selection a second time without stopping, 
but this time underline words and e:5)ression you do 
not understand

3) Go back and look at each underlined word or ejg^ression 
and try to guess its meaning. In some cases, your guess 
will be very iirprecise and vague. You may know -fliat a 
woixl means "soraeUiing good" or "sometiiing bad" or "some 
kind of machine" or *'an action". In other cases, especial- 
ly vdien the word is used several times in the passage you 
may be able to arrive at a very precise meaning.

II. Graninar Point fs 

A. The gnanrjar points around vdiicii each Chapter was developed 
can be found in the box at the beginning of the Chapter. 

B. The inpr^rtance of researching the grannar point (s) with the 
referer?.ce pages given cannot be stressed enou^. Through, 
investigation of the grannar points in language and Life in 
the U.S./. , as well as in other graninar booksand textbooks, 
the t<*acher can develop a clear understanding oTl^t the 
granirar points are airl how they can be inte3?-related. 

C. The knowledge achieved by the teacher and students about 
the graraDTBr points should NOT result in extended discussions 
about iaie language. It should result in learning plans that 
give the students every opportunity to generate and use the 
^language intensively and coapetently. 

III. Review Reading 

A. This may be seen as a REVUW of the Unit. It contains mDst 
of the grannar points included in the Conprehensive Reading 
and in the IMt. 

B. This reading should give the students a chance to see that 
the conpetency th^ achieved during their experiences in 
the IMt has allowed them to read, conprehend, and discuss 
this reading with ease. 

C. The teacher could also use this reading to give the students 
further experience with graninar points that were troublesome 
for them during study of the IMt.

In a number of Chapters j Exchanges are included to show how 
the graimar points work in natural, short conversation. The 
teacher should allow the students to e>q>and each of these two or 
three line Exchanges by: 

1) substituting otlier vocabulary in them at every opportunity, 

2) letting the students make sentences similar in meaning 
but different in form than those in the Exchanges, 

3) adding sentences to the Exchanges that contain grainnar 
points from previous chapters, 

H) developiaig situations and visuals to add "reality" to 
the practice involved, (As with all work in the classroom, 
then Exchanges should be practiced in "real" situations 
or with pictures.) 

5) writing more Exchanges and re-writing those included here, 

6) having the students write Exchanges around the gramnar 
points of one chapter or all chapters studied to that 
point, 

V. Remaining Parts of the Chapter 

The Dialogues, Activities, Proverbs, etc. represent further 
developient of the grannar point(s) and/or topic in each Unit. The 
teacher should consult other TESOL materials for suggestions that 
will make the greatest use of these parts of the Chapter. 

With all of the parts of the Chapter the teacher should remember 
that any text (including this one) must.be adapted to fic the needs 
of a particular moment in the classroom. The teacher must continually 
strive to use the text to develop special activities that exact more 
and more from the students and less and less from the teacher. Per- 
haps "Oie best way for the teacher to create such activities is to make 
every effort to focus on what the students ar^ and/or could be think- 
ing and doing. 

Regarding the students as primary in the learning situation will 
create situations in which their interests, aspirations, likes, and 
dislikes will come alive, allowing t^em to discover things about their 
world, themselves, and the language they are trying to master.

Education in Korea and Anerica 

In order to study the patterns of comparison, I would like to 
conpare some aspects of education in Korea and America. Let's be- 
gin by conpparing teachers. Mr. Baker, an American junior high school 
teacher, is about the same age as Mr. Kim, a Korean middle school 
English teachers They are both much younger than their principals. 
In f-!ct, Mr. Kim's principal is the oldest jnember of his school's 
staff. He wants to retire next year. Mr. Baker and Mr. Kim are 
both good teadfiers and in that respect they are alike. But the si- 
milarities end here. Mr. Kim is much busier with paperwork than Mr. 
Baker. He has to work long hours without complaining. Because of 
his many responsibilities, Mr. Kim is probably the npst overworked 
teacher in his school. 

Mr. Baker, on the other hand, is able to devote more time to 
the individual needs of his students. His classes are snaller and 
his schedule mpi»e relaxed tlian Mr. Kim's. Mr. Eiker likes to encour- 
age learning by doing. In his classroom, the enphasis is on discus- 
sion and self-expression. His classes often sound noisy and appear 
undisciplined by Mr. Kim's standards. 

Similarly, their students. Bill and Change, differ from each 
other in many ways besides appearance. Although their grades are 
about the same. Changho has to work much fasx^r and gr-^ jiore things 
done more quickly than Bill. Bill is less busy than Change because 
he doesn't have to clean his school or study for entrance exams. 
As a result , Bill gets more involved in extracurricular activities , 
such as sports and student gDvemment. 

There is no d j.ibt that the American student is not as well dis- 
ciplined as the !03?ean student, nor is he able to conform as well as 
th'H Korean. American schools often seem chaotic and poorly organized 
to the Korean visitor. No one can easily say which system is best.
